Relying 
mainly on the sense.of smell, he 
takes a moderate sip of the 
wine, rolls it round his mouth 
and under his tongue before 
finally spitting it out agatn. 


This $s hardly surprising, for 
& man trying 40 or 50 different 
samples of Wine in a Vineyard 
cellar, some raw or still green, 
would need a castelron stomach 
to tbe able to drink everyone!
